The Revenue received informa- 
tion’ as regards the launch being an 
opium carrier, and, acting on auch 
information, the Revenue officer got 
on a Jaunch and proceeded to the 
Yaumati Shelter.

GLOOMY ECONOMIC RECORD 
FOR THE YEAR. 


HOPE OF IMPROVEMENT. 


Glancing backward over the past , 


year is a gloomy procedure. In 
contemplating the abundant evid- 
ence of the verification of the old 
proverb that, “It never rains but it 
pours,” one js left to seck what 
grains of comfort one may in tho 
hope that ita fellow, ‘It’s a long 
lane that has no turning,” will 
.| prove of equal truth. The picture, 
a review of 1930, must unfortunate- 
ly present one of unrelieved grey- 
ness. 

The financial world complains of 
lack of business equally with the 
industrial; falling prices for the 
staple British products have been 
accompanied by even more serious 
declines in those of the Empire 
overseas, and of the plantation pro- 
ducts and minerals in wheh British 
capital and British brains have 
been so heavily invested. 

As far ag the domestic conditions 
are: concerned, the position is re- 
flected In the figures of the turnover 
of the London Clearing House. 
“Town” clearings, which are an in- 
dicator of financial activity, fell by 
1.9 per cent. For the period to the 
middle of November, compared with 
the same period of 1929. “Country” 
clearings, an index of industrial 
activity, fell by 3.6 per cent. 

Cheap Moncy During the Year. 

Money was cheap throughout the 
year, but discount rates were re- 
latively even lower, A reduced 
yolume of commercial bills offering 
for discount was a natural result 
of. depressed trade. and falling 
prices, but the volume of Treasury 
Bills, was also curtailed in an 
endeavour to reduce the floating 
debt, which, though approved by 
financtal pundits, was extremely in- 
{convenient to the discount market. 

While the supply of bills thus fell 

away, the demand was increased by 

resources of the joint stock banks 

for which they could not find em- 

ployment 4 financing industry 
| Hence for the greater part of tho 
year three months’ bills were quoted 
below 21% per cent., and frequently 
under 2% percent, The marl.ct 
could, it is true,’ often,obtain day- 
to-day money at 144 per cent. or 
leas, but the banks continued to 
charge 2 per cent. (one per cent, be- 
low Bank rate) for. weekly fixtures. 
Bill brokers were therefore added 
to the ranks of those who could 
justifiably grumble at the unprofit- 
able margins upon which they were 
obliged to conduct thelr business. 

The Stock Exchange, 

In addition to adding to their bill 
holdings the banks and other finan- 
cial houses were large purchasers 
in the market in gilt-edged secur 
‘tties, where their activities were re- 
inforced by purchases out ‘of sav- 
ings which cautious investors would 
not venture in any more specula- 
tive field, 
sections the Stock Exchange had a 
far from happy year. True, it had 
to withstand no shocks comparable 
to the Hatry collapse of the pre- 
ceding Autumn, but it had to con- 
tend with recurring bouts of selling 
from other centres. 

The nervousness induced among 
investors by various scandals which 
the collapse of the boom of 1928-29 
had disclosed was followed by a well 
justified apprehension as to how the 


-| earning power of British companies 


would fare jn the face of world- 
wide trade depression. With deal- 
ings “in consequence. reduced to a 
minimum in the industrial and 
speculative sections, prices sagged. 
The Financial News’ index of the 
value of .30 “active” industrials 
{average of 1928—=100) rose from 
86.6 at the beginning of January to 
a highest for the year of 88.8 in 
March. Ignoring temporary fluchia- 
tions the Index fell to 72.6 ‘on 
August 25, recovered to 77 by The 
end of that month but before the 
end of November was down to 74.3.

and energy was wholly dedicated 
from this time forward to the 
elucidating of a practical, operative 
plan of procedure to give this truth 
to mankind. She saw that the 
world needed a more understand- 
able concept of God; something re- 
moved from the realm of fancy and 
superstition and blind faith. She 
saw that mankind's concept of God 
and creation needed changing from 
the material. to the spiritual, She 
saw the need of spiritualizing the 
world’s view of creation. The or- 
dinary custom of praying, petition- 
ing God to do some specific thing or 
to forbear doing some other thing, 
shows how God has been generally 
considered to be a great superman 
—one whom personal appeals will, 
or may, influence to do or not to 
do something.

reveal. What a glorious prospecé 
for one to look upon his heritage of 
good—that every good and every 
perfect “gift is his, coming “down 
from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither 
shadow of tuning.” How wonder- 
ful for one to know and understand 
that there fs no sickness, no im- 
perfection, and that he js not sub- 
ject to any false material laws, It 
is not strange that John, the be- 
loved, secing something of this 
teaching in the life and words of 
the’ blessed Master, could write, 
“Perfect love casteth out fear.” 

It is interesting to note in the 
many testimonies of Christian 
Scientists that fear is usually the 
great bugbear to be met, and that 
when: fear is overcome and one is 
trusting.

With the'growth and spread of

PORTUGUESE NAVY. 


OBSOLETE AND NOW TO BE 
REBUILT, 


That the Portuguese Government 
has been considering the recon- 
struction of its Navy, which haa of 
recent years suffered from neglec!, 
and has become completely obsolete, 
has been common knowledge for 
some time. : 
Although Portugal has = many 
colonies, spreading from the Atlan: 
tle to the Pacific Oceans, sho 
Possesses ‘no ‘up-to-date ships of war 
capable of visiting them. . 

In the event of earthquakes or 
other disasters, the. Portuguese 
Colonies are dependent on the good 
offices of other navies.* It ts to 
remedy this state of affairs, and not 
with any, bellicose intention, that 
the Portuguese Government hus de-~ 
cided’ to commence ‘the rejuvenation 
of ita Seat. 

An expenditure of about £12,000,- 
000 {s contemplated in the course of 
the next few years, divided between 
the construction of a new Arsenal 
at Lisbon, and the building of » 
aumber' of new warships, 

Portugal has obligations to Great 
Britain in the shape of debt can- 
cellations and' other matters, and 
there is a strong feeling in Lisbon 
that the new Arsenal should be 
built by and leased to an English 
firm, and that the first of the new 
ships should be built in this country.’ 
Tf as seems possible, this is the out- 
come of the present negotiations, a 
very welcome amount of work will 
fall to some of our depleted ship- 
yards.

PROFESSOR SHELLSHEAR LECTURES 
TO HONG ‘KONG ROTARIANS. 


SCOPE OF ANATOMY 


Rotarians of Hong Kong, at the weekly tiffin yesterday, listen- 


ed -to an enlightening talk by Professor J. L. Shellshear, ‘D.S.0., 
M.B., Ch.M,, the subject being “The Scope of Anatomy.” 
‘The President, Sir W. W. Hornell, in introducing the speaker, 


said that Professor Shellshear was Professor of Anatomy ‘at the 


University of Hong Kong. He was educated in New South Wales, 
* snd after qualifying at Sydney University, found it necessary to 
go at once into general practice. “He was a gencral practitioner 


- nntil the War, 


In the meantime he was a keen Volunteer, and he 


went out as a commander of a battery. Later he commanded a 


Brigade, 


After the War Professor Shellshear studied anatomy at St. 
Bartholomew's and University College, and later was appointed to 


the local University. 


ANCIENTS AND ANATOMY 


Professor Shellshear, opening 
his talk, said that if twenty 
minutes were considered a short 
time in which to discuss the Civil 
Code of China (the subject of Dr. 
Foo Ping-sheung’s talk last week), 
it was an even shorter time in 
which to discuss the Scope of 
Anatomy. 

Anatomy entered into the dis- 

» cussion of all the arts. He need 
“not go further than to state that 
the greatest artist of all time, 
Leonardo da Vinci, was essential- 
ly an anatomist. It had been 
actually found that he had work- 
ed out the whole of the principles 
of aeronautics, including that of 
the helicopter. His anatomical 
drawings were still unequalled to- 


to man, “reached senility much 
more quickly. 
Study of the Brain, 

But the most interesting of all 
studies in connection with man 
was the study of that organ. of 
the body which controlled all the 
others. “We must learn to un- 
derstand each other. in a scien- 
tific manner,” said the speaker, 
“and before we can do that we 
must go through a lot of scienti- 
fic and difficult work.” 

On this aspect of anatomy did 
the Chinese, for instance, think 
differently from the Occidental? 
If so, was it merely due to-tradi- 
tion? “We have been brought up 
in a different tradition, and to use 
different symbols. It is up to us 
to find out any difference in 
vision,” the professor added. It 
had been maintained that the 
Mongolian. retained more than 
the European the evidence of ine 
fantile characteristics, and in the 
study of Chinese one or two 
things had been discovered that 
were still tentative and un- 
cortain, but which invited 


more investigation,

day. Much later, 1 German pros 
feasor, precluded by unfavourable 
circumstances from following 
practice, had, through his studies 
of the eye and ear, arrived at the 
whole theory of optics and 
acoustics accepted to-day.

However, the greatest of all 
studies in anatomy was the study 
of man himself. Man had his 
old dogmas which he clung to, 
and thereby explained the pheno- 
mena of Nature., He was very 
often entirely wrong. 

In connection with the study 
of man, the question of immor- 
tality had long been. discussed, 
and the secret sought. There 
was first a unicellular organism, 
uw» later split into two. What was 
. “the age of this organism, and was 

there something in the two pieces 
into which it divided that was 
immortal? These unicellular 
organiams went ‘through the 
periods of youth, maturity, ‘and 
finally senility.

Man, The Primitive. 

The speaker went on to point 
out that man alone. had retained 
all his, organs in a primitive 
state. What characterised him 
was his primitiveness. It vould 
be seen everywhere one looked. 
Man ‘had retained everything 
that could have been modified. 
His face was more infantile than 
that of the gorilla, whose facial 
features were highly specialised, 
although the baby of a gorilla 
was the same as a human being. 
In ordeg to develop the cranium, 
however, man had perforce to de- 
velop longer. And in order to de 
velop the cranium and the brain, 
great care was necessary. Hence 
it was that maternal affection 
constituted a vital factor in 
anatomy. . 

The Chinese Brain. 

As regards the brain of a 
Chinese, research tended to show 
that in that area where visual 
impulse was impressed the Chin- 
ese brain differed from that of 
the European. Consequently, in 
visual things, they saw different- 
ly from the European. It might 
be: one hundred years before 
science could get behind the ex- 
planation. -In order to understand 
how different brains developed it 
would’ be necessary to examine 
into every possible part.of their 
history. That history was up to 
the present’ so scanty, that what 
little part: had been “happened 
upon, was thought something 
miraculoua.... :

CONFUSION ALLEGED AT THE

A Sanitary Department coolie 
said that he removed a body to the 
Mortuary from the Centra! Police 
Station. He placed the body on a 
slab with a card and a slip of paper|- 
beside it. In all his experience, 
he claimed, he had never seen nt 
card tied to the body. 

Another coolie said that he did 
not see a cord around the neck, of 
the body which was picked up in 
the Public Gardens. 

A Reprimand. 

Mr. Lindsell: The cord was 
there around the neck. You did not 
ace it, possibly. You did not do 
your duty. - 

Inspector Shaftain, who was on 
charge room duty on the day in 
question, said that he saw the body 
which .was picked up in.the gar- 
dens, but did not notice anything 
around the neck, He agreed that 
his examination was probably 
superficial. 

The attendant at the Mortuary 
said that the two bodies of infants 
were placed on separate slabs on 
admission. The following morning 
he found that other bodies had been 
arranged alongside these two, and 
he was unable to distinguish the 
one from the other. It was: pos- 
sible that the infants’ bodies had 
been shifted to wrong positions 
with ‘consequent’ confusion as to 
numbers which had been allotted to 


them on admission. . 
The inquiry was again adjourn- 
ed. 


QUEER CASE. 
FAMILY QUARREL AIRED IN

and are realizable in one’s overy- 
day experience. With this impe- 
tua, one usually presses on in his 
study and investigation with re- 
newed interest and eagerness. 

At first one is Inclined to search 
in Christian Science for some speci- 
fic form of prayer or treatment, 
He wants a rule or formula by 
which to pray. Mra, Eddy un- 
doubtedly foresaw this weakness in 
human reasoning, and provided in 
the Manual, or lawa of the church, 
that there are no formulas for 
treatment or teaching in Christian 
Science. Thus she provided against 
the error of the ages, which Jesus 
condemned in his rebukings of the 
scribes and Pharisees of hia time. 

In Christian Science, one does 
not pray as a supplicant, imploring 
alma, but rather as an heir-at-law, 
endeavouring to possess that which 
ja his by right of inheritance. 
heir-at-law does not beg for his 
portion—he fulfils. the condi- 
tiona demanded by  establish- 
ing his identity and his 
relationship to the testa: 
tor. He resists and repels what- 
ever ig antagonistic to his claim. 
He de.sounces and exposes the false 
claimant, and thus achieves his 
rightful ownership. In Christian 
Science one often hears the expres- 
sion “doing one’s work,” meaning 
this process of establishing a clear 
realization of one's Identity and re- 
lationship as a child of God. 

In accord with the word of the 
Bible, one affirms and declores that 
he is God’s child, that he is God’s 
image and likeness. He declares 
and claims that his heritags as 
God's child is good, and fs only 
yood. If aught presenta itself to 


his consciousness that is not gaol, | 


be it sin or sickness, he denies its 
existence, becanse God made all 
that is good and He made only 
good, and there ig no other creator. 
- Let us consider, then, the process 
of reasoning, or treatment, in the 
case of disease, We shall take 
Jesus’ work as a model, when he 
was called to see’ and heal Peter's 
mother-in-law, who was ill with o 
great fever. It is not recorded that 
he felt her pulae, or her fevered 
brow, to detect the intensity of her 
sickness, The record says that he 
stood ‘over her and. rebuked 
the” fever, and it left her. 
Of course this does not 
mean that he talked to the 
fever as to a person, but he chal- 
lenged the claim of | fever. 
denfed its reality; he rebuked the 
belief of fever entertained by the 
woman and those around her. Then ' 
please observe what happencd—im- | 


mediately ‘‘she arose, and miniater- ' 


ed unto them,” thus indicating 
clearly that she no longer feared 
the disease; that she no longer be- 
Neved that it had any power over 
her, and that she was free. 


As soon, then, as her conscious- 


nesa was freed from the false be- , 


liefs‘of disease and weakness, she 
was well. -

One suffers because of his fears 
and his falee belief, and as soon as , 
they are destroyed he is well.

{t refera to the perfect, spiritual 
man of God’s creation—the man 
whose creation is spoken of In the 
first chapter of Genesis. -The false 
sense of man, or the “mortal man” 
as he 1s sometimes. called in Chris- 
tian Science, is that which must be 
corrected. and ‘healed; and to that 
end,. effort fa ‘being directed In 
Christlan Science. This is‘clearly 
the point mado by the spostle Paul 
when ‘he ‘counsels the early Chris-

which ig corrupt; ..¥: and that ye 
put on the new man, ...created in 
righteousness and true holiness.” 

Through proper study and under- 
standing of God’s perfect creation 
as recorded in the’ Bible, and 
spiritually interpreted in "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures,” Christian Scientists do be- 
Neve that the ills and discords of 
this human existence can be large- 
ly overcome. This is surely in ac- 
cord with the promises and experi- 
ences of Jesus of Nazareth and his 
disciples, The vigour of.the Chris- 
tian Science movement, and the 
many Instafices of phyaical healing 
under its practice, bear eloquent 
testimony that Christian Science Is 
founded upon the “spiritual Rock” 
that is Christ, spoken of by Paul in 
hia letter to the Corinthians. 


Again, let us consider the cage of |. 


Jarius’ daughter, who, was raised 
from the dead, ‘When the ‘father 
first sought Jesus’ help, he stated 
that she was quite ill, but while 
they were coming to the house-.we 
read that she died, and upon arrival 
Jesus was met with the statement 
that she was dead. His only com- 
ment was to the father, to whom he 
said, “Fear not: believe only, und 
she shall be made whole.” Then 
Jesus went into the house, 
and rebuked the belief «of 
death, saying to the mourners, 
“The ‘damsel is ‘not dead, 
but aleepeth.” He went then into 
the room where the’ child lay, and 
tanking her by the hand, called, 
“Maid, arise,” whereupon she arose 
straightway and, walked. Here 
again ig the process of denial and 
affirmation. Jesus denied the claim 
of death. He snid she is‘not dead. 
In effect It was saying, There {s no 
death. It should: not be difficult 
for one to believe that death is un: 
real and untrue. Surely if God is 
Life, then He never causes. death, 
and since God is the only cause, the 
only power, there is no cause of 
death; therefore, no death. What 
a burden of fear and depression 
will be lifted from the world’s 
thought when we no longer belfeve 
in death. What a breath of joy, of 
strength, of courage, and of endur- 
ance will come to us when we real- 
ly believe that life is eternal, Re- 
membering Jesus’ words, “Verily, 
verjly, I say unto you, If o man 
keep my saying, ho shall never seo 


death,” how can we doubt the des-. 


traction of the belief in death? 

Now let us consider a:case of ab- 
+sent treatment: found in.- Jeaus’ 
, experience, the case of the cen- 
, turion’s servant, Here the request 
came to Jesus to heal the servant, 
add Jesus, response, started: for 
the home of the centurion; but the 
centurion, being a man of faith, 
protested, and told Jesus it would 
be sufficient for Jesus to speak the 
word and the servant would be heal- 
ed. In that case the centurion did 
not need to be convinced by 
argument of the nothingness of dia- 
ease; he already recognized Jesus’ 
spiritual authority, and asked him 
to apeak the word, having full con- 
fidence in the healing result. Jesys 
' approved of the centurion's faith, 
and sald to him, “As thou-hast be-

and his servant was hedjgd in the 
saiie hour. Here again. was the 
denial of the claifn or belief of sick- 
ness not in word but in thought, 
and then the realization that the

In like manner can one take other 
healings: mentioned in the Bible, 
and always will be found in effect 
the denial of tha claim of sickness. 
or death, and the affirmation or 
declaration of health and life, Like- 
wise, in’ Christian Science, one 
always denies the reality of. tha 
discordant sense, whatever if may 
appear to be. Then one.always de- 
clares the fact of perfect creation 
or being, It is not in any sense 
the exercise of imagination or will- 
power to correct the discordant 
sense. It isthe calm, clear reason- 
ing and reasonable interpretation

and then his task, instead of its 
being to get a position, becomes a 
search for an opportunity to give 
something. 

{ heard recently of a man of 
mature years, being tn search of 
a position. At every place to 
which he applied he.was told he 
was too old, Then some one show- 


Jed him how he was seeking to get, 


instead of to give,-and at the next 
place he talked differently. He 
Qidn’t ask for a job, but began ta 
tell the man in charge what he 
had to give, and how willing, he 
was to give, and how valuable his 
services would be. He soon inter- 
ested the employer and was given 
atrial, He then applied himself 
intelligently to give some of. the 
qualities he had mentioned— 
promptness, intelligence, loyalty, 
honesty, patience, industry, and 
auch Uke, until his employer soon 
saw that he had made himself so 
valuable that he had, in effect, 
created n permanent place for him- 
self in the business activity, and 
he was permitted to organise a de- 
partment where he carried on 
satisfactorily to himself and to his 
emplover. Along this line I have 
heard a number of interesting in- 
stances of how different ones were 
apparently failing in their busi- 
ness experience, until: they realis- 
ed through scientific thinking that 
one’s job and one’s business {js to 
give and not to get. ° 

Let us consider a particular type 
of business for an - illustration, 
such as the transpottation busi- 
ness, or railronding. Mrs, Eddy 
says (Selence and Health, p. 123), 
“Divine Science, rising above phy- 
sical theories, excludes matter, re- 
solves things into thouyhts, and 
replaces the objects of material 
How 
ean railroading be resolved into 
thought? What does it represent 
in thought? One might easily ob- 
rerve that it means freedom, 
safety, comfort, progress, activity, 
beauty, joy, education, peace, and 
many other satisfactory states of 
mind. .As human thinking has im- 
proved, note how methods of trans- 
portation have changed—going 
from ox cart to horse-drawn 
vehicles, then .to steam-propelied 
carriages on water and on land, 
then to the very common motor 
vehicles, and now to flying 
machines, 

I remember only a very’ few 
years back, when it was ‘common 
talk to say the railroads were on 
the decline, because of the auto- 
mobile and motor bus. Forward- 
looking railroad men, though, soon 
began to improvd thelr systems by 
utilising the motor bus, and now 
this year of 1929 has seen several 
trans-continental combinations of 
rail and air travel, The wise rail- 
roader, then, instead of thinking 
in terms of‘ things, gives his at- 
‘tention to thoughts—to speed, 
safety, economy, comfort,” and so 
forth, 

I recall some years ago when I 
was planning my first ocean 
travel, I heard some one say of o 
certain steamship line, “Their 
motto is ‘Never a life lost’” You 
may not be surprised to hear that 
I immediately began ‘to consider 
my passage on one of those ships. 
If one were planning a journey by 
ruil and there were several lines 
to be considered, * one would na- 
turally favour the line whose re- 
putation for safety, |" comfort, 
beauty, accommodation, et cetera, 
wag most favourably’ reported. 
Thus, the management's: first 
thought is to give something to the 
public. Naturally, then, the giv- 
Ing attracts patronage, and that, 
in turn, makes dividends for atock- 
holders, which proves that the 
most successful business will be 
the one that gives most. 

As a traveller. I have more or 
fess interest in hotels and their 
handling of business, and have at 
times compared the efforts 
I remember ob- 
serving jn one hotel among the 
instructions to employees this por- 


/JUnent clause, “The guest fs always 


right, ” “You may be sure that it 
os in a hotel which was popular 
with the public. ” 
These ' specific instances are 
significant not. in themselves, but 
h -their indication. of the trond of 
thought among successful busincss 
mon, and toward that. which fs 
really ‘scientific and.in accord with 
God's law. Note Jesus’ words on 
the subject, “Give, and it shall be 
given unto you; . good meaaure, 
pressed down, and shaken together, 
and. running ‘over, shall men give 
Into your bosom. For . with. the 
fame measure that ye méte withal

Along with the discussion of 
salvation comes the consideration 
of the ‘mission of Jesua of 
Nazareth.

of a perfect life, and teaches that 
man should so pattorn their lives 
end thought that they may be able 
to do all the works that he did, 
even as he promised they might, 
who believed In him. 

Christian Science, _ however, 
teaches that there is a distinction 
between Jesus the man, of 
Nazareth, and the Christ. In the 
textbook of Christian Science is a 
full and clarifying discussion of 
this distinction.

uot stop to grieve, but know that 
in the infinite heart of divine Love 
nre countless manifestations of 
helpful companionship, and he will 
need the call to see what Love 
would have him do. 

So, one may run the gamut of 
human experiences, and always 
tind in his consciousness of God's 
ever-present goodness an oppor- 
tunity for blessing, rather” than 
for unhappiness, proving Paul's 
statement, “All things ‘work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose.” 

Conclusion.

JAN KUBELIK HATES 
JAZZ. 


True Music Must 
_ Return. : 


CEYLON OBSERVER. * 


Jan Kubelik told an interviewer 
recently that he was convinced that 
true music would come once again 
into its own, to the complete sub- 
jugation of jazz, which he abomi- 
mated. The present phase -he con- 
sidered to be one of transition, and 
ho entertained great hopes for the 
fyture when, he said, men of real 
creative ability would arise and 
compose as their own musical feel- 
ings move them to. : 

“There must be a return to the 
classics for the musical idea,” he 
sald, “but that idea will be well- 
shaped and dressed in still more 
interesting Ughts and colours than 
the classical composers could give 
it, There has been no decline in 
the average audience’s desire for 
serious music,” he continued, “so 
there Is great hope for the. future. 
People cannot be content with the 
stuff which is put before them at 
present. Music ts struggling al- 
ways towards botter things, I 
would call jazz a parasite which 
took life from the great masters. 


It has, no creative power and so it |, 


will have no continuation.” 
A Civilising Influence. 

Speaking of mechanical music, 
Kubelik stated that if those respon- 
sible for its production would 
devote their attention to 
music they might have a very good 
influence when they were better 
developed. They were making 
great progress, but they were still 
very far from being perfect. 

“T belleve strongly in the civill- 
sing influence of music,” he said. 
“T think that proof of the fact that 
a human being is not merely a 
materialistic creature but part of 
the divine force, is found {n music. 
I think the Influence of music In 
the enlightenment of the mind and 
soul is much more important than 
we suppose, and we should not 
regard it only as an amusement.”

men knocking into it in the course 
of the struggle, and not purposely 
done to prevent the noise from pene- 
rating upstairs. It must also be 
borne in mind that the accused had 
only three hours in which to cover 
eight miles to and from the scene of 
the murder. Could he have done 
{t In that time, and be able ta as- 
aume- 
am.? Me . 
“Overwhelming Doubt.” 

Tn conclusion, Mr. d'Almada sald 
that there was overwhelming doubt 
as to the accused's guilt, and gave 
five points for the jury’s considera- 
tion (1) the absence of motive; (2) 
carelessness in the preparation for 
the crime; (8) unsatisfactory 
Crown evidence with regard to the 
axcused's movements: (4) total ab- 
sence of blood on the accused; and 
(5) the widow did not get more 
than a glimpse ‘of the man who com- 
mitted the murder. 

Tsui Suk-mei, the prisoner, was 
subjected to a long examination 
when he gave evidence on his 
own behalf. Mr, d’Almada had 
previously intimated that’ he 
would not open the case for the 
defence, but would put defendant 
in the box right away. 

Prisoner said he was 20 years 
old, a native of Shanghai, and]; 
was first employed in Hong Kong 
at No. 8, Felix Villas. Later he 
went to No. 9 a3 No. 1 boy. The 
man who was afterwards murder- 
ed had then left, but came back 
in June as house coolie. Prison- 
er was recommended to No. 9 by 
the cook there. 

Witness aid that he had always 
heen friendly with the other ser- 
vants. There had been disagree- 
ments which were got over. ‘He 
finally left because he had a row 
Tt was true he 
had a fight with the cook. There 
had been two or three quarrels 
also, during the two years: wit- 
ness worked at the house. 

Mr. d@’Almada: Whilst you 
were at No. 9 did you ever see de- 
ceased’s wife?—She often came to 
visit the house. 

Did you ever have anything to 
do with her on those visits ?—She 
used to be rather noisy, and I once 
told her not to come any more. 
After that she quarreled with 
me. 

Did you tell anyone else about 
that?—No, but the servants all 
knew about it.

a friend who was a boy at a house 
in Peak Road.

He got up 
at midnight, to share some sand- 
wiches ‘with the others in the 
room.: He then went back to bed, 
and got up again at about 6.30 
am. He estimated the time, as 
the dawn was just breaking. He 
then went to the lavatory down- 
stairs. He was wearing a shirt, 
striped trousers, and shoes, but 
no socks,, The clothes in Court 
were those he wore. 

Afterwards, he went into the 
yard, to see the time by the sky, 
and walked.over to the kitchen, 
where he saw the cook. Later, 
the Police came, and found him 
'n ‘his room. They told: him 
about the murder, and then asked 
the other men in the room,, whe- 
ther he (witness) had been seen 
to go out during the night. Both 
men ald they had not seen him 
go out. 

Mr. d’Almada: Did you at any 
time during the night go near 


‘Felix. Villas ?—No. 


Did you kill this man?—No, of 
course not. I was asleep at No. 
28 all night. 

‘It has been suggested that you 
hated the deceased. Is that so?

after we fought and after my dis- 
missal, ; but afterwards we ad- 
mittei it was a misunderstand- 
ing, and ‘were oer I might 
have ‘still had a slight grudge 
against him, but that was no rea- 
son for me to kill him.
